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1. ' Soviet salvage ships have been setting off underwater explosions in the Baltic 
north of Warnemlinde. They are said to be working on a steamship that was sunk 
during the war, 


2. There is a Soviet naval unit stationed near Géhren. 
3. Several Seepolizei boats have been lying in Greifswald Bay since 10 Nov 53. 


They are so-called pilot boats, but are armed with two 20 mm guns. The names 
Poel and Wismar can be recognized. 
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
